CTION is seldom lacking in any- 
A thing that comes from the pen 
of. Jeffery Farnol, and _ this 
latest book of his abounds in rescues, 
hairbreadth escapes, bloodstains, 
blackmail and sudden death.

Great Britain is regarded as one 

of the most able and accom- 
plished of our diplomatic staff, a repu- 
tation which he has amply sustained 
during his service in Berlin and later 
at the Court of St. James’s. One of 
his most notable traits has been his 
ability to keep silent on matters of 
State, or, if forced to speak, to say 
nothing with the utmost suavity and 
frankness. It is something of a sur- 
prise therefore to find him the storm 
centre of a heated controversy in the 
Senate on the charge that he was re- 
sponsible for a pessimistic picture of 
political conditions in Europe painted 
in Washington and described in dis- 
patches sent to their papers by various 
correspondents with the picture’s most 
pronounced coloring found in the sug- 
yestion that the League of Nations 
was likely to be recast into balance- 
of-power groups. 

It was charged by Senator Pat Har- 
rison of Mississippi, who led the at- 
tack, that the pessimism laid to the 
envoy was the cause of the turmoil 
that had been aroused in the various 
chancelleries of Europe by his state- 
ment. President Coolidge also came 
in for criticism with the implied ac- 
cusation that he was preparing to 
withdraw the United States from par- 
ticipation in the World Court and the 
proposed armament conference of the 
League. That implication, as ex- 
pressed in the Senate, was based on 
the assumption that Mr. Coolidge had 
sanctioned the publication of refer- 
ences to alleged European nationalistic 
selfishness and bad faith attributed to 
Ambassador Houghton. 

Before the discussion ended Senator 
Fess of Ohio had defended Mr. Hough- 
ton as an able diplomat, Senator Borah 
had indicated his belief in the truth of 
the allegation as to the condition of 
things abroad and Senator Glass 
had intimated that, as the United 
States was not in the League, informa- 
tion about the League’s affairs, which 
the discussion indicated that some Sen_ 
ators wanted, was none of the Senate’s 
business. Senator Moses of New 
Hampshire added to the liveliness of 
the proceedings by commending Mr. 
Houghton for having told the truth 
about Europe ana taking issue with a 
statement of Mr. Harrison that secret 
diplomacy had ended when Woodrow 
Wilson became President in 1913. The 
entire debate was one of the hottest 
‘n which the Senate had participated 
during the present session.

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REVIVING THE FISHING INDUSTRY OF THE SEA OF GALILEE 
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STARTING OUT AT 


DAWN: NATIVES 


of Galilee Load Their Long Dragnets Onto the Primitive Fishing Boat in Preparation for a Day at Sea. 


HE mind is carried back to Bible 
days at the sights of the primi- 


tive fishing boats and the quaint 
methods employed by the fishermen on 
the waters of the Sea of Galilee. This 
industry is now being revived after the 
days of the war when by means of ex- 
plosives the Turks had killed fish by the 
wholesale for food. But by regulating 
the catches, the fish have been given an 
opportunity to increase, and today the 
picturesque Galilean industry is now in 
full swing. 

The natives along the shores of the 
Sea of Galilee use two methods for 
catching fish. They fish from primitive 
boats and by hand-nets operated from 
the shore. Manned by four to six men, 
the boats boast of a single sail, the 
men using large drag-nets from a thou- 
sana to two thousand feet in length. 
Along the shore, fishermen use small 
circular nets, weighted with nieces of 
lead around the edges. 

A long cord is fastened to the centre 
of the net, and, holding this cord and 
the net over his arm, the fisherman 


wades waist deep into the water seeking 
a shoal where fish swim about. Stoop- 
ing down so as not to be seen, he creeps 
towzrd the finny creatures. Then, with 
a lightning-like cast he flings the net 
over the fish and the leaden weights sink 


swiftly, drawing the net over the cap- 
tives. Then the Izaak Walton of Galilee 
pulls the rope and the leaden weights 
are drawn together, shutting the fish 
in the bag of the net. The men dis- 
pose of their catches in the near-by 





























villages that flank their headquarters 
at Tiberias. 

Considerable historical interest at 
taches to this Sea of Galilee, or Sea 
of Tiberias, as it has also been called. 
Its shape is somewhat oval, being 14 
miles in length and 8 miles at its great- 
est breadth. Its depression below the 
Mediterranean is 755 feet. It is trav- 
ersed throughout from north to south 
by the River Jordan, and its shores are 
steep but not precipitous. 

Oddly enough, this lake has neither 
the imposing scenery which character 
izes the Dead Sea nor any remarkable 
picturesque beauty, but its surface and 
environs derive considerable interest 
from being the scenes of numerous 
miracles recorded in the life of the 
Founder of Christianity. Around it were 
anciently the cities of Tiberias, Mag- 
dala, Capernaum, Chorazin and Beth- 
saida, all of which, with the exception 
of Tiberias, have wholly disappeared. 
Its vicinity presents numerous traces 
of voleanic action, and its waters are 
liable to be affected by sudden storms

HARLIE HOFF, Norway’s super-athlete, 
C who was crowned unofficial world’s in- 

door all-around champion at a recent in- 
door athletic meet at Madison Square Garden, 
New York, is not satisfied with being the king 
of athletics. He also deserves the title, Prince 
of Arts, for Charlie is a versatile fellow. He 
could easily make his living playing the violin, 
and he also is apt at turning out an interesting 
short story. He is a clever cartoonist, and in 
this age when the Charleston is the craze in the 
ballroom, he could shine as a dancer. 

But it is his work in the field that has made 
him famous, as was easily proved at the Madison 
Square Garden. Here the lad from across the 
seas in a most impressive exhibition outshone 
Emerson Norton of Georgetown University, who 
holds the intercollegiate all-around title, and 
Harold M. Osborne, Illinois A. C. athlete, who 


won the Olympic all-around title in 1924 in a 
seven-event test. 

The events were a 60-yard dash, running 
high jump, 16-pound shot-put, running broad 
jump, 60-yard high hurdles race, pole vault and 
a 400-meter event, which were run off in that 
order. Hoff finished with the commanding score 
of 5,885.3 points against 4,708.4 points for 
Norton. 

And to emphasize that he is the best all- 
around athlete indoors, Charlie shattered three 
records in the course of the competition which 
ended with a wonderful victory. He shattered 
the world’s best indoor broad jump when he 
cleared 23 feet 7% inches in the sand pit. In 
the pole vault he sailed to the new record of 13 
feet 7 inches, his ninth record flight since com- 
ing to this country. His third record Hoff es- 
tablished in the remarkable point score he made. 


Hoff’s work in the pole vault outshone any- 
thing else the test held. First he sailed over 
12 feet 8 inches. Then he cleared 13 feet 3 
inches. The bar then was .placed at 13 feet 7 
inches, and on the second attempt he sailed into 
the air to clear the record height and land 
with a smile in the sand pit amid the cheers 
of the great crowd. Hoff sailed as majestically 
through the air to his record in the broad jump, 
proving again that he is a super-athlete. 

From beginning to end of the severe compe- 
tition, Charlie Hoff stood out nobly against his 
rivals. He took first place in the 60-yard sprint. 
In the hurdles and in the 400-meter run, the Nor- 
wegian star also surpassed his opponents. All 
told, Hoff scored five clean-cut and glorious vic- 
tories in the seven events, and of the two events 
in which he was not victorious he made an ex- 
cellent showing, as the point total score shows.
